is , Icſus Chriſt , who is God; becauſe Aoſes, Tofbya, and allthe 
Iadges, were not their Kings, though they exerciſed a Kingiy 

ower z therefore Hoſes is called King in Jeſwrun; Dent. 33. 5. 
by it waS not of themſelves, but by Commiſlion , and Depuration 
from Chriſt, as a vice- Roy ; ſo that it was not they , but Chrit 
all that while did immediatcly rule them , not ſo much, or onely by

dinary atid ex:ravid.aary , and to puaiſh the offenders, executing 
Laſtice by an 1nmediate hand, and hall all hard cafes brouzht co 
him, and gave order avout their bactels , and| 2ppointed their 
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Generalls for yarres; for the Indgzs forthemoſt part, except Ely 
and Samnell, were but extraoidinary Oiticers, or Generals, raiſed 
u> 48 danger Of enemies, and caſe of watrre ; ſo that every way 
: « Me- Chriſtwasa Monarch and King to 1ſrael!: wherefore indeed when 
ze Iicach they refuſed. Judges, and would have a K'ng like other Nations , 
they did caſtoff vim; yet notwithſtanding, aſter te had puniſhed 
them by one Kingy namely, Saxl, he gave them a King alſo for a 
type 82d ſhaddow of chat which he himſclfe did before, but in a 
typeard ſh2dow : For as the Nation ot 1ſrael in their Moſaicall 
D:ſcip:ias and Lyturgy, wezre but a type of the Nations of the 
World, whom in a morall way God will bring to be a People to 
Chriſt (among which the [/-ae/zres as afirſt borne ſhall be cheife : ) 
So Chriſts government of that Nation, from the time they were 
called o.t of Egypr, till they caſt off Ju3ges, and afterthat alſo, 
by Kings immediately c:llcd and Deputed by him, ( which ſhew- 
ed that he ſtill kepr the S-vecrargntys and was their King ) was a 
re: Kine, [hadow or type of his ſtate of Monarchicall government, which in 
ner be 4; Gue time he will have inimedaately and vivibly over all! Nations on 
men. theearth ; therefore the /ſraelites Kings could not be depoſed: by 
men, becauſe not ſet up by men, and 1y'ed fo ablolutcly, becauſe 
they 1ul'd by Commiſſion immediately from Chriſt, - and as types 
of that his Rule 4fonarechieall, which inthe latter Dayes he mcances 
take up overallthe World. 

Thus we {ec ever firce Chriſt gatherce a viſible people and King- 
dom, he forc-ſhewed his intent, to have a ſtare onarchicall inthe 
World, ( for h s Spirituall Kingdome he typificd trom the fall of 
Adams ) by the Sacr fic. s, Altars, and the Preiſts, which were the 
Fathers,-and fi-ſt Borne of the Family; but this his Monarchicall 

fates Government be bcgantotypifie, when he called a Nation to be his 
re>ple; and as he typified it, fo he fore-toid and Propheſicd it: 
the 8, Plalme is mad: onely out Of a propheticall Mcditarion of this 
Monarchicall ſtate of Chriſts Kingdome ; as the Apoſtle teacheth 
us, Heb. 2, 5.6.7 8. x applyes that Palme to Chriſt, and to 
this Monarchicallftate of Chriſt: For he faith, itis m:ant of "a 
world,:nJ a world to come; after that the Apoſtle writ that Epi- 
ſic YVerſ, 5. Bur by providence Chriſt then had ruled the World, 
and ina Spitituall Government by the Goſpel, hc had {pread him- 
ſelfe over all the world before Fernſalem was ruincd, as hetold 
his Diſciples, Mutthew 24.

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Bat beſides all this, thereis a whole world to ccme to be pur in 
ſubictionro Chriſt ; of which Adam in innocercie was indeed 4

ever intended Chriſt ) eAdewsfal, and damning all mankind, was 
a Type or figure of Chr:ſt ſaving all theelet : Row: 5, 14-S0 fe In in 
dams marriage'to the woman, was a type of Chriſts coniun&tion to ;,y., pe 
the Church Epheſ.

So inthe Soveraignty that Chriſt 4 
ave Adam over all that preſent World, was figured outthe fub- 
j<Rtion of a World to come? to Chr:/# ; wheretore the Plalmiſt 
1peaks in ſuch a phraſe, as mikes Expolitors thinke, he meant 
gam ( becauſe Adam was its figure ) but it is evident- it cannot be 
meant of Adams, or the ſtate in innocencie, becauſe in this Epiltle to 
the Hebrewer, after Chriſt had ſet up his Spirituill Kingdome by 
the Go:ipell over all the World, in ſome concierces every where, 
yet ac ſaithitis a World ro com? and belt 1cs, there are divers pat-

rthixdMo* Thethird onarchy was that cf the Greekes y which bloſſomed 
"ne or rather imimaturcly and ſuddenly ripened in Great Alexandar 


of Macedon, a Grecian ;z and by his ſudden viRories over-ranthe 
Worl:1; andby his ſudden and untimely death , was —— 
cure 
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foure gueat parts, by foure of his chicfe Generals, whopatted the 
world amongthem, Day. 2. 39. untill the more Welſtcrne people, 
by little and litcle (namely che Rowanes )won all from them: this 
Grecian Monarchy was cxpretſed in chat Image by a belly and 
thighes of braffe. The fourth 
The fourth Monarchy was that of the Weſt , namely that of aarchy, 
the Rowanes (which compared with the former is Weſtern) which 
bloſiomed and ripened tetfarely, and by degrees ; and was there 
fore the more like to laſt long. And by certaine gradations and 
much time, rooted out facceſſively all the inberitors of Alexane 
der, & the upholders of the Greeke Afonarsby , and poſleſt all the 
chiefe known parts of the world, and fo fetching its deginning 
lower Weſtward, and yet up as high Eaſtward, it became a migh=- 
tier onarchy then any of the former, 
This Monarchy was expreſſed in the Image, by che legs of Iron, 
D av, 2. 32. 40. Becauſcas Tron, it was ſtrongeſt of all, aud ſubdued 
all under it ; burir-proceſle of time, the body of the world which 
it bore up, being fo grear,to which it wasaleg or ſupporter,it divi- 
ded it ſelfe( as it is in the naturall body )into ewo legs, and is in the 
image (o expreſſed ( though for agreat while it was but one foe 
narchy) yet at laſt it grew into two, che Eaſtern and Weſtern 70. 
#arcby, which yetthough divided, were both ſtrong as Iron, and 
held all Nations under them : bur tn preceſſe of time theſe fell into 
feet and toes, as the naturall body of man, from two legs, deſcend 
into feet and toes. The Eaſtern Monarchy was ſwallowed up by 
the Perfian, Turke, &. The Weſtern Monarchy fell into divers 
Kingdomes, but amongth&e ſubdivided Kings was ſtrength and 
weakeneflcs the feet being part of Iron, and part of Clay, Dan. 2. 33» 
; and much mingling ſhall be among them to rejoyn the Kinge 
omes inco one body, fome whereof arc weake, and ſome ſtrong , 
( asT ron and Clay ) but it never ſhall be; as Iron cannot be mixt 
with Clay, Dar. 2. 41. 42-43. The Spaniardand Anftrianin Spaine 
and Germany , and other Nations in Exrope, ſome of which are 
Rrong, and tome weak, have ſought by marriage and other Covye= 
nants, to mingle and rejoyne into one ovarchy , but it ſhall ne- 
ver be, as we cannot mingle Iron and Clay. Butto the period and 
upſhor,- of their Soveraignty and Afonarchy, they ſhall remaine 
Kingdomes diſtin, as feet and toes, of Iron and Clay, partly weak, 
and partly. ſtrong: now inthe dayes of this fourth Romane, and 
Weltern Monereby, There ſhall be - ſtone cut owt without hands ,
